The End of Daylight Saving. 


The daylight-saving law has finally been repealed and in the 


latter part of October the country will go back to standard 
time, which will thenceforth be in order .t.lie year round. 
lie 


repeal of the law was twice veloed by President Wilson, but 
it was passed over the veto by bollvbranches; df Congress and 
daylight-saving- will soon be a thing of the past, much to the 
satisfaction of .the agricultural population, lo say the least. 


Whatever benefits may have been derived from the change 


of time' there is'rto question that (he law was highly disadvan- 
tageous to the farmers for reasons that have been made p am 
since the agitation for its repeal was begun. 
It compelled 


those who employ hired hclp.lo begin the day's work an hour 
earlier than they otherwise would, and in the haymg and har- 
vesting season this was a great disadvantage. 
Work had lo 


be begun when the grass and grain were loaded with dew or 
the men had to loaf until the dew had dried oil, the farmers 
being obliged to stand a loss, whichever was done. 
1 hen long 


before sundown the working day was done and some of. the 
best working lime of the day was lost unless arrangements 
were made to continue work regardless of the clock, as was 
done in many cases. There were farmers who never changed 
their clocks, but even tjien they were subjected to much incon- 
venience because the rest of the country was regulating its 
affairs in accordance with the daylight-saving plan. 


The plan was adopted at a time when war gardening was an 


important matter, and without doubt the arrangement was 
worth much to people employed in the various industries, as 
it enabled them lo do a good bil of work jn Ihc gardens after 
the regular day's work was done. There is now much less ol 
this kind of gardening and the exlra lime in the afternoon is, 
by a larre proporlion of those who have it, devoted to sports, 


It-is clear that the voice of the farmers has been heard. 


• President Wilson's position is such dial he could ignore their
